In the year 1800 the world’s output 
of pig iron was 785,000 tons. 
L ast 
year the yield was 20,000,000 tons. 
This huge increase in iron production 
tells a marvelous story of the growth 
of manufactures. 
British statistics 
gathered by the Iron Trade Review 
show th a t in 1800 Great Britain pro­ 
duced 24 per cent. of the pig iron of 
1 he world; in 1850 the product ion was 
about doubled in its relative propor­ 
tion; it attained its maximum pro­ 
portion in 1878, when th a t country 
yielded a little over 53 percent, of the 
total; and while 
it lias fluctuated 
since, it was in 1884 about 38 per 
cent. The Fnited States has been 
pushing tow ard the front as an iron- 
producer, the yield in 1885 reaching 
21 per cent, of the total. 


The May tornadoes which cost the 
western states several hundred lives 
and millions of property, have also 
been felt in the south of Europe, on 
about the same linesof latitude. 
< >ne 
in Spain was attended with great loss 
of life. The New York Herald theo­ 
rizes at some length upon these dis­ 
turbances: 
“This is the period (the 
middle ofMay) when thebarom etor is 
falling permanently for the season in 
this zone, both in Europe and Ameri­ 
ca, while there is no corresponding de­ 
crease of pressure over the circunipo- 
lar area. The consequence is th a t the 
arctic air currents are drawn down 
upon our northern continents, which 
thus become the battlefields for the 
conflict bet ween the equatorial and po­ 
lar winds. 
Old as this explanation is, 
it is sounder than any modern theory 
of great continental tornadoes. 
Ob­ 
servation shows th a t storm s are com­ 
paratively harmless, even when the 
barom eter oscillates very considera­ 
bly, so long as there are no striking 
therm al contrasts in the opposing 
winds over large areas. 
But an a b ­ 
normal and general rise of the ther­ 
mometer, even when the barometer 
remains alm ost steady, seldom occurs 
w ithout tornadio or a t least violent 
whirlwinds.”

Reverend Fathers < ’larkson and Me >gn» r 
of the Dominican order, were summoned to 
the bedside and the last rites of the chun h 
of which Mr. Kelly was a member wereper- 
fornied.

Cardinal McCloskev, son and daughter, his 
wife’s sister. Mi*s Milliu, and hi* niece, 
knelt with the clergymen at the dying 
m an’s bedside.

M innesota Railroad D ecision. 


Some m onths ago Attorney General Hahn 
brought a quo warranto suit in the su­ 
preme court against the Southern Minne­ 
sota, the 
Southern 
M innesota Exten 
sion, 
the H astings it D akota, and 
the 
Saint Paul <t Sioux City railroal com ­ 
panies, to bring the lands owned by them 
under taxation under pain of forfeiture of 
charter. 
When organized these companies 
receded largegrants of land from the state. 
After building portions of the road origin­ 
ally 
contem plated by the management, 
and operating the sam e for som e years, the 
three companies 
first mentioned 
sold 
ou t to the Chicago Milwaukee Ac Saint 
Paul com pany, and the last mentioned to 
the Chicago, 
St. 
Paul, 
Minneapolis Ac 
Omaha. 
The roadbed, right of 
way and 
rolling stock constituted the sale, the lands 
remaining in the hands of the original com ­ 
panies and exem pt from taxation. 
The Southern M innesota and Southern 
M innesota Extension com panies deeded 
the lunds in question over to the Milwau­ 
kee com pany a few days ago, and the a t­ 
torney general withdrew tiie suit, as the 
end for which it was brought had been a t­ 
tained. 
The St. Paul A Sioux < ity com­ 
pany, however 
argued the 
case before 
the court, and that tribunal has rendered 
a decision in its favor. 
The syllabus of 
the decision says: 
This court has jurisdic­ 
tion

a corporation. 
The respondent (formerly 
the M innesota Valley Railway com pany) 
did not 
forfeit its corporate franchise 
nor any of its franchises except

by failure to construct th at part of its Hue 
“from St. Anthony via M inneapolis to a 
point of junction at Shakopee.” 
It did 
not forfeit its corporate franchise by dis­ 
continuance of its business us a railroad 
com pany in consequence of having con­ 
veyed its railroad to the Chicago, St. Paul, 
M inneapolis A Omaha Railway com pany, 
pursuant to chap. 228, Special Laws 1881. 
Judgment ordered f o r respondent. 
The effect uf this is that the charter of 
the Sioux City com pany stands, and that 
the lands ntill remain exempt from ta x a ­ 
tion. 
The lands iu question, som e four 
hundred thousand, acres are located in the 
southwestern portion of the state, and are 
valued nt about $6 or $7 per acre.

It is a 
question whether the com pensation “fixed” 
to the office of collector i* of sufficient 
proportions for the new district, as corn- 
pansi with allowances in other localities, 
which can

salary,

and 
allowance*. 
Dur­ 
ing the last year the collector at St. Vin­ 
cent received a total allowance of $2,665.- 
20. and 
the collector at Duluth got $1,- 
050.50, or a total fur the custom s districts 
in the state of $3,715.70. 
Indeed under a 
former bill prepared by the departm ent 
the collector a t Ft. Vincent alone was al- 
lowed $2,500, anti the Duiuth official $1,- 
200. 
The principal cause* for the closing 
of the Duluth district by the bill is its fail­ 
ure to pay expense*. 
In the last year the 
receipts 
am ounted to only 
$4,726.1)1, 
while the ex pens-s reached 
$5,710.10, 
making the cost to collect one dollar of 
revenue, $1.20. 
Under ih** original plan 
of fixed salaries mentioned ab o\e, it was 
contem plated to retain Duluth a* a 
c j k 
tom s district, and by reducing exj»c*ns'*s, 
to bring it to a self-sustaining basis. 
This 
plan proposed five officials at that city, in 
voh ing an expenditure of $3,550, thereby 
making it a place of revenue instead of a 
Jrain upon the custom s service.

New York Mail and Express. 
The alarming increase in nervoui 
and mental disorders, consequent up­ 
on the habitual use of stimulants and 
nareot ics, 
has resulted in a corre- 
I sponding increase of private “retreats” 
i within the past year. Though given 
| the less offensive titles of “retreats” 
And “homes,” the places are really 
nothing more or less than mad houses, 
w here patients are placed under tnedi- 
! cal surveillance. They flourish in the 
rural districts, but pay best when near 
I some metropolis. New Jersey has 
; many of these homes, where the un- 
j fortunate 
from New 
York, Penn­ 
sylvania, 
Delaware and Maryland 
find 
refuge. 
Connecticut 
and 
Rhode island offer like accommoda­ 
tions to.New England patrons, while 
Nebraska is the favored state tor vic- 
tiins in the west. The south is as yet 
comparatively unprovided in this par­ 
ticular, though it is a noticeable fact 
that, this section of the country sends 
as many patients to 1 he New Jersey 
institutions h.k any other. 
Although 
all classes are admitted to these “re­ 
formatories,” the majority of them 
are treated for chronic alcoholism. 
Opium and morphine eaters come next 
on the list, while tho “hopelessly in­ 
sane” receive no treatment at all. The 
young man about town, who has in- 
dulgcd his appetite to excess, “goes to 
Europe for his health.” 
Europe in 
his case, however, is oftentimes a re^ 
treat where he remains with his tongue 
hanging out of his mouth in anxiety 
fir one drop of whisky until it is time 
for him to ret urn, from his trip abroad. 
This usually takes about six weeks. 
“There are as many ways of trea t­ 
ing confirmed drunkards and opium 
caters a~ th»-re arc physicians to treat 
them, said a physician to a reporter. 
“ If a little judgment is used they can 
be cured and th a t too quite thorough­ 
ly. They imagine they must have 
their favorite stimulant and if possi­ 
ble they will get it. 
Some physicians 
use the padded cell. The poor ine­ 
briate is brought in suffering with the 
delirium tremens. 
After large dowes 
of 
bromide 
of 
potassium 
have 
been forced down the poor fellow’s 
th ro at he is thrown into the padded 
cell, where he groans and moans 
for days sometimes in despair. Often 
times the poor wietch beats his head 
against his cell walls in his frenzy. 
Such treatm ent is positively cruel, 
and the patients many times are 
seriously injured. The theory of ‘stop 
a man s whisky and he won’t get 
drunk,’ maybe very good as a theory! 
but it does not stand a practical test. 
To suddenly stop anything to which 
t he system has long been accustomed is 
a serious thing. The most judicious and 
humane plan is to gradually decre&M 
the am ount of the patient’s stimu 
lant until he can do without it alto 
gether. This accomplished the treat 
ment begins. 
The drunkard is not 
cured when he finds he can exist com 
fortably without his glass. 
Neither if 
he ready to be discharged. 
Unless hii 
impoverished system is built tip si? 
months after he leaves the institu­ 
tion he will be as bad as befori 
he 
entered the 
institution. 
H< 
requires 
tonics 
until 
his system 
rallies from the shock caused by th« 
poison of the alcohol. 
Morphine pa 
tients should be fed on the drug regu 
larly. Tl ie doses should be decreased 
daily. This can be done by substitut­ 
ing some innocuous white substanct 
so as to keep up the size of the dose ir 
appearance, until finally the patient 
instead of taking morphine is taking 
regular doses of some effective tonic 
and he is soon in a condition to leavt 
the institution. 
• Women addicted to the opium 
habit are the hardest ela"S of patients 
to treat. They are naturally more 
delicately organized than men and it 
requires a much longer time to cure 
them. Unlike the men,however, a wom­ 
an once cured seldom has a relapse.”

M ortality from Consum p­ 
tion. 
Within the past year the civilized 
world has been shocked and saddened 
by the knowledge ot the great devas­ 
tation wrought by the cholera in 
Spain; and every precaution in the 
way of sanitary measures and quaran­ 
tine regulations that modern science 
could suggest was taken to prevent 
its spreading in other countries. The 
public scanned the columns of the 
daily press, eager for information w ith 
regard to the advance ol this fearful 
disease, and read with bated breath 
as they learned th at it numbered its 
victims by the tens of thousands. 
If it was a m atter of such deep and 
universal concern that in Spain 101,* 
000 souls gave up their lives to this 
fell destroyer, should it not also be a 
m atter of some interest to our own 
people that within the borders 
of 
these United States over 91,500 per­ 
sons die each year of pulmonary con­ 
sumption?—th a t twelve out of every 
hundred deaths are caused by a dis­ 
ease, which, though slow in its progress, 
is as sure in its results as the cholera 
itself? 
Should it ever transpire that some 
means of prevention should be found, 
by means of which people would be 
rendered proof against the disease, or 
at least could be cured when once it 
had set its seal upon them, would it 
not 
lie one of the greatest boons 
vouchsafed to man since the introduc­ 
tion of vaccination?
